Preventative; 


Nebraska 
farmers have lost 
a 


million dollars this year because of 
damage to 
wheat 
by smut, 
the 


greater part of which is prevent- 
able, 
according- 
to 
conclusions 


drawn 
from reports made by 
the 


college of agriculture plant patho- 
logy cU-partment. 


Estimates of damage 
for 1325 


have not yet been sent in, but 
a 


former report by the department 
showed that 2,7iy,000 bushels were 
lost because of ail wheat diseases, 
stem rot included. Smut of the two 
varieties, loose and covered, caused 
about one-third of this. 


The latest report on general con- 


ditions this year states: 


".Loose smut is rather more com- 


mon this year owing to favorable 
conditions 
for 
blossom 
infection 


last season. 
The 
damage 
done 


runjjvs 
from a trace to 3 per cent. | 


"Covered or 
stinking 
smut is 


about thy ?ame as last year, with 
infections of a race to 3 per cent 
over the state. 
Some fields 
have 


a rather high per cent." 


Federal Statistician A. E. Ander- 


son also notes that smut is slightly 
•worse this 
year than 
usual, 
but 


finds on the other hand that his 
estimators Kay the condition of the 
grain as a whole is good. 


"Smut increases by mathemati- 


cal progression 
unless 
favorable 


-weather conditions are experienced 
or unless steps are taken to check 
it," observes Prof. Theodore Keiss- 
elbach of the college of agriculture.

THE METHODS OF THE 


UNDERWORLD. 


A youn^ man In the early twenties was found dead 


In a room In a deserted roadhouse on the outskirts 
of St. Louts the other day. 


He had been shot several times. 
Investigation by the police revealed that lie was a 


gangster, -with a record of having been arKested over 
100 times and on two occasions facing- the most des- 
perate charges. A year ago he was liberated after 
standing trial for murder. 


Over a week ago the body of a Xew York City 


"killer" was found in his partially burned automo- 
bile. He had been terribly beaten, shot, and while 
still alive fire was set to his automobile. 


In Chicago for over a year now there has been 


a savage, unrelenting warfare waged by the mem- 
bers of different criminal bands and thugs, in which 
blood has been freely spilled and a score of lawless 
lives sacrificed to the grim methods of the under- 
world. In this strata of society which knows no law 
but that of violence and force, no one is too power- 
ful to escape the consequences of awakened hatreds 
and consuming passions. 
It is an eye for an eye, 


a tooth for a tooth and a life for a life. Dion O'Ban- 
nlon, who laughed contemptuously at the law and 
its duly constituted authorities, who felt so sure and 
certain of himself and his uowor, was trapped like 
a rat and died ingloriously at the hands of one he 
had offended. 
Three of five brothers, who made a 


king's ransom in bootleg liquor, died when the 
methods it was claimed they 
turned upon them. 


had employed were 


Society shudders when these black deeds are un- 


covered to the light. 


Elemental man is not beautiful when ho is ruled 


Iiy lust and greed, and avarice and when his pas- 
sions are unbridled to kill and destroy. 


But society docs not concern 
itself with the 


methods of the underworld unless those who live 
within its shadows reach out to menace the property, 
the lives and the happiness of the millions who be- 
lieve ifi law and in order. 


The finding of a gangster's body in St. Louis wil' 


enter the record as an unsolved mystery of the under- 
world. It will call for a perfunctory Investigation of 
a few days, after which the police will cease to 
worry themselves with it. Unless some friend and 
associate determines to avenge the slaying by match- 
ing violence with violence, it will have been for- 
gotten as soon as it was discovered. That will be the 
history of the Xew York gangster's case. 
Chicago 


police do not trouble themselves with the feuds of 
the underworld. 


These facts arc not recalled in a spirit of criticism. 


When a young man deliberately chonses a life oC 
crimo and vice in place of attempting to fill a useful 
role in a community, he places himself outside of the 
protection of society, lie is an enemy of law and 
decency. There is a ghastlinesa and a horriblcness 
to the methods of the underworld but it seems to 
have a part in the eternal order of things. A mis- 
spent life ends in rtiin and destruction. That is tho 
rule of the universe and in the savagery of tho un- 
derworld its triumph 
is 
many times made more 


ppeedily certain although the methods which estab- 
lish it are criminal and lawless. 


PRESIDENT COBBEY OF COTNER. 


It Is tragic, indeed, when a great and a good man 


Is called in the midst of a magnificent undertaking. 


Such Is the case in tho untimely death of Presi- 


dent Charles E. Cobbfy, of Cotner university, who 
died Friday evening following an Illness of brief 
duration, the result of overwork. Mr. Cobbey was a 
very young man for the largo responsibilities which 
he had been carrying. At the age of 37, he was called 
upon to accept the presidency of Cotner college. Ho 
was 40 at the time of his death. 


It Is hardly necessary to review the fine results 


that he had attained. 
' 


President Cobbey brought to Cotner a personality 


which makes for success. He possessed to an un- 
usual degree a magnetic personality which enabled 
him to attract and inspire young men and young 
women. He was warming and heartening, abound- 
ing in enthusiasm for real accomplishment, and ablo 
to transmit to those associated with him in his work 
the same degree of solicitude for the welfare and 
progress of those entrusted to his care. 


There have been men at the head of these western 


schools and colleges with more brilliant mental at- 
ainments. But there have been none who brought 
o their work a greater degree of consecration and 
jevotion to the task of developing splendid young 
specimens of manhood and womanhood than Presi- 
dent Cobbey. In a remarkable degree he succeeded 
.n enlisting the confidence and faith of the student 
body and the faculty alike. 


President Cobbey was a type of educator sadly 


needed at this time. 
He had a fine conception of 


the responsibilities which rest upon those who direct 
the classroom life in the schools and colleges of 
America. 
"Education is the process of developing 


life," he declared in the course of a letter addressed 
..o a member of the faculty of Cotner only a little 
over a month ago. "If our educational principles 
are wrong, we mar the life that comes to us tp re- 
ceive good. That thought is sobering. A group of 
new students are coming. They must not be dis- 
appointed. We have spoken of Cotner as a glorious 
school ,and we, you and 1, must make it glorious 


The attendance will probably be the largest 


but that fact may 
mako it the greatest year of 


;ailure. We must make it the greatest year in ef- 
iciency and spiritual power." 
That, we submit, is a fine vision of the educator's 


joal. 
In the mad rush for numbers, many educa- 


"ors have forgotten tho individual. President Cobbey 
*-as one who understood and appreciated the real 
.actors in human development. 


HOME INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Few of Nebraska's citizens who have not been in 


direct contact with the insurance business in one 
or more of Its numerous branches realize what a 
great factor it has become in the commercial life 
of the state. Likewise, it is probably known to very 
few residents of Lincoln that this city holds a posi- 
tion of pre-eminence and leadership in the insurance 
-field, which is becoming more marked with each 
passing year. 


In the Cornhuskcr state last year, as exhibited by 


the published report of the state insurance bureau, 
the total income of all companies and organizations 
operating under its supervision 
was 
more than 


$42,500,000. This was equivalent to ?29 fo_r each man, 
woman and child living within the boundaries of 
Nebraska. 
This showing embrace:: both clc:nc=tic 


and non-resident corporations. 


One of the gratifying features of the report is the 


large volume of business being- done by home com- 
panies furnishing life insurance. A generation ago, 
this form of insurance was left almost entirely to 
New York and European concerns. It is only during 
the last quarter century that Nebraska companies 
have become formidable competitors for a share of 
this business. 
They have achieved notable progress 


and are making steady gains on their outside rivals 
to such an extent that the time may not be far dis- 
tant when they will be carrying a majority of the 
life risks in this state. 


In 1924 there were an even dozen stock life com- 


panies organized under the laws of Nebraska, which 
collected premiums in that year totalling $4,236,856 
on policies issued to 
peoplo 
living in Nebraska. 


Some of them also had a largo amount of business 
in other states. 
• Six of the Nebraska companies referred to have 
their headquarters in Lincoln. Their combined pre- 
mium income reached $2,832,134—about 61 per cent 
of- the entire receipts for all 12. One Lincoln con- 
cern alone took in over a million and a half dollars 
of premiums. 


There is also one mutual life insurance company in 


Lincoin, doing a largo business in the state, not in- 


• eluded in the foregoing. In Nebraska premium col- 
lections during 1024 aggregated over $387,000. Count- 
ing It in with the others, the total income of the 
seven Lincoln concerns was upwards of $3,200,000. 


Such a valuable asset as these companies constitute 


in the business life of the community cannot be 
overlooked. They are rendering service to Lincoln 
and Nebraska in several dis/inct ways. First, they 
provide protection for tho dependents of those who 
take out policies. 
Second, they retain within the 


state large sums' of money which otherwise would 
be going to distant points. 
Third, this money is 


available for loans to Nebraska farmers and real 
estate owners and helps to keep down interest rates 
to the borrowers. Fourth, tho home companies give 
employment to many people and thus contribute to 
the maintenance of Nebraska homes. 
Fifth, they 


pay large sums 'In taxes and thereby assist in meet- 
Ing the expense of state and local governmental ac- 
tivities. 


The footing which Lincoln has secured in the life 


insurance world will bo strengthened as time goes 
on. Her companies are reaching out into wider ter- 
ritory ami their expanding business will increase 
the city's Importance and prestige as «an Insurance 
center. The present year will mako a considerable 
advance over 1024. This is one avenue of commer- 
cial activity in which the possibilities of tha future 
»rc almttet boundless. 


IT'S ALL BEEN DONE BEFORE. 


Verily the preacher spoke truthfully when he said 


-There is no new thing under the sun." For de- 
cades western people hive been boasting of the ad- 
vances they have made in business methods and of 
the vast fortunes which have been piled up by some 
of them, but for over 200 years the wealth of the 
.Mitsui family of merchants in Japan has been a 
household word in the Orient and in the middle of 
the last century it amounted to more than twenty 
million dollars. Since then its growth has continued. 


It is not the size nor the antiquity of the Mitsui 


fortune, however, which entitles it to particular at- 
tention, but the manner in which it was acquired, 
preserved and augmented. The founder, of the Mitsui 
family was Hachirobei, who was very, very poor at 
the age of fourteen, but who died in 1C92 as the rich- 
est merchant of the far cast. He is said by Btnoit 
Mechin, a French writer, to have been the first man 
to use the system of fixed prices and the payment 
in kind, as well as in cash. 


Henry Ford and others who are pointed to as 


model modern employers had little on this Oriental 
who died more than a century before this nation 
was born, for Hachirobei promised never to dismiss 
-.1 employe who did his work satisfactorily and to 
give a pension to his family after his death. He 
introduced profit sharing among partners and em- 
ployes of the house anil it took nearly 300 years for 
this system to be suggested among business men of 
the western world. 
There has not been a strike 


r an interruption of work in the Mitsui establish- 


ment since the beginning of the eighteenth century 


•Hachirobei was a real business man and it may 


surprise some people to learn that he was the first 
to introduce the double system of accounting. Tho 
books of tho establishment, which have been pre- 
served in the family museum since 1700, show that 
he used the check system of payment among the 
various otfices of the firm, and, finally, ho was 
among the earliest of advertisers1. In the rainy sea- 
son the firm gave each passerby an umbrella gratu- 
itously, but on each umbrella all the world whUh 
happened to be within seeing distance might read 
the word, "Mitsui." 


Shortly before his death Ilachirobei became banker 


to the emperor of Japan and ever since that time 
the family has occupied that position. Later the 
family was among the first to tr.adc with the mer- 
chants of the west and to appreciate the value of 
technical knowledge and progress. It opened mines 
in Asia, recognizing the fact that silk and rice must 
to a very great extent be replaced by iron and oil 
in commerc9- 


By reason of the system adopted by Hachirobei 


the "Mitsui family is virtually a close corporation, in 
which there can be no division of capital. All power 
is vested in the oldest son alone and he is respon- 
sible to the rest of the family for the development 
of business matters. 
All are required to live as 


well-to-do people, but not as wealthy ones, the prin- 
ciple prevailing in the family being that one docs 
not truly own wealth, but is merely allowed to live 
upon the interest thereof. 


So are wo constantly reminded that "Tha thing 


that hath been, it is that which shall be; and that 
which is done is that which shall be done." 


THE MONTH OF AUGUST IN NEBRASKA. . 


In many sections of 
Nebraska,

recall August of 1925 with real gratitude. There was 
a time when its approach on the calendar brought 
dread but for the last three years Old Sol has been 
robbed of his terrors during that period. The heat 
and discomfort of the blazing summer sun gave way 
to cool delightful weather during practically the en- 
tire month in 19J 
'24 and '25.

But there is another and better reason for recalling 


the August of 1525. Wheat had been a most disap- 
pointing crop, especially in the eastern Nebraska 
counties, when the returns were in from July thresh- 
ing crews. Oats had suffered sharply as a result of 
the extreme heat of early July and the protracted 
drouth which extended throughout the month. Alfalfa 
was short and hay was none too promising. Tho 
largest acreage of corn ever planted in this states 
hail gotten away to a good start and had made re- 
markable progress but had come'to the critical stage 
In the closing days of July and the first of August. 
Then came the rains. Tho precipitation was above- 
normal. It covered most every county in Nebraska 
and it was copious. Ordinarily 
shadows a destructive August. 
of favorable iveiliier, corn prospects increased over 
the government estimates prepared tit the first of 
August by 13,000,000 bushels. 


In the face of tho abnormal acreage, tho federal 


crop statistician would concede Nebraska but a crop 
of 195,680,000 bushels in the early part of August. 
His latest report indicates 
a 
yield of 209,105,000 


oushels. An ideal month unexpectedly placed an ad- 
ditional $10,000,000 
in 
the 
pocketo of Nebraska 


farmers, if the present price of corn is considered. 
But It did more than that. If It had not been for 
.ho cool, rainy weather in August, this state would 
have faced a practical failure of the corn crop ex- 
cept for those counties in tlic extreme southeastern 
section. August gave Nebraska potatoes the badly 
needed 
moisture. 
It 
revived the 
pasture and 


meadows and added hundreds of thousands of tons 
to the hay yield.

Fifteen years ago, in a popular 
priced theatre In an Ohio city, 
witnessed a. bit of exceedingly clev- 
er pantomiming by a young and 
practically unknown English vau- 
deville artist. 


Somehow, 
however,

score as heavily as he 
deserved. 


Midwest theatergoers of the type 
then present knew little of the pan- 
tomimist's art. Without the aid of 
rough and pointedly spoken words 
they could not fully appreciate the 
slapstick comedy which was pro- 
vided by the young fellows vehicle, 
'A Xight in an 
English 
Music 
Hall." 


Two or three years went by. 
Passing a Wilson Avenue 
picture 
house, in Chicago, my attention was 
caught by placards announcing- the 
screen appearance of Charley Chap- 
in 
in "The 
Champion." Friends 
aad declared Chaplin to be scream- 
ingly funny. 
This seemed a good 
chance to -find if the 
statement 


were true. 
It was—completely so. Through- 
out the film the 
audience rocked 
with laughter. But. most interest- 
ing fact to me, I discovered that 
Charley 
Chaplin was none other 
than the spriyhtly Britisher whose 
pantomime had so impressed 
me 


that earlier day in Ohio. 
The 
Charlie Chaplin of "The 
Champion" already was a national 
favorite, on the road to world-wide 
fame and great riches, and recog- 
nition as a perfect and iaimhitablc 
artist. 
The Charlie Chaplin of "A 
Night in an English Music Hall" 
was obscure and not fully appreciat- 
ed, and rated lower as an 
enter- 
tainer by the particular public he 
served than perhaps ;i dozen bur- 
lestiue comedians of the tiine. ' 


What drama of life linked the un- 
heralded 
vaudevillian 
with 
the 


genius of the screen? 
Joseph M. Schenck, whose prom- 


ience in the amusement world has 
been earned by his own varied ac- 
tivities, plus the fact he is the 
husband of Norma Talmaclge. "ris- 
covercd" Charlie Chaplin and Was 
instrumental in his transfer from 
the vaudeville stage to the .screen. 
Schenck, as general manager of 


the Marcus Loew chain of.vado- 
ville and picture theatres, booked 
"A Night m 
Hall" for his an 
English Music 
houses. 
And when 
the act came to the Loew theatre 
in Philadelphia he got 
his 
first 
glimpse of Chaplin. 


, Mack Seimctt's 
one-rool com- 


edies were Included in tho Loew 
programs. 
Schenck 
realized In- 


stantly, that Chaplin would fit Into 
the Sennett productions to perfec- 
tion. 
Ho hurried 
to 
his 
office and 
rushed off a telegram to Mack in 
California. 


"Think I have discovered 
man 
who will 
be great 
knockabout 
screen comedian for you," he sajd. 


Rennet made speedy reply. Nat- 
urally he wanted a chance to see 
the phenom in action. 
That was easy. "A Night in an 


English Music Hall" was to leave 
shortly for the west and in due 
time would have his chance. 
It was in 1913, when stage sal- 
aries were far lower than today, 
and you would think that 
when 
Sennett, seeing Chaplin and being 
cinvinced, offered him 5160 a week 
he would have accepted 
immedi- 
ately. 
But Charley, who, then as 
well as now, was more interested 
in his art than his pay, was doubt- 
ful.Prolonged debates between 
the 
comedian and his manager, Alfred 
Reeves, followed. Chaplin, in vau- 
deville, was getting $50 a week. 
Reeves advised him to make the 
jump to motion pictures and $150 
a week. Finally Charley agreed to 
do so. 


Alfred Reeves, by tho way was 
the 
brother of Billy Reeves, an 
English 
pantomime artist 
who 
came over about the same time aa 
Chaplin. 


In stage patomime they show-ed 
about equal ability, although Billy 
Reeves went higher In the Ameri- 
can theatre than did Chaplin, ad- 
vancing-, in fact, to the cast of the 
Ziegfeld -Follies. 
But 
strangely 
enough, when 


Reeves also went into the pictures 
his art did not progress, 
while 


Chaplin had no sooner had a pood 
look at himself on the screen than 
his natural genius reacted. He de- 
veloped pantomiming to new stan- 
dards of excellence. 
He realized two things: 
First, that 
while 
on the £t?pre 
every moment and 
every gesture 


must be broadly accented in order 
that the audience iu the rear scats 
and the galleries niay get the mean- 
ing, the camera catches the i.iotit 
dlicate shadings and renders them 
plainly visible in every part of the 
theatre. 
Secondly, that since all comedy 


in tho motion pictures of that day 
was excessively 
broad and palp- 


able the actor who could g-et effects 
by gentler 
methods 
would stand 
out inevitably by mere contrast. 
His system proved itself In no 
time. Public demand quickly made 
a star o£ him. 
Charles E. Moyer, now of New 


York, tells me that when Chaplin 
cvme to America from England — 
where he had taken to the stage by 
reason of the fact thnt his father, 
Charles, Sr., and his older brother, 
Sydney, were 
already 
on it—ho 
ilayed his first engagement in the 
Orpheum theatre at Radlnpr, Pa. 


Moyer was manager of the the- 
atre and ho says that during- tho 
week Chaplin wished to draw $40 
n advance. Moyer refused because 
he sum

moments when we feel confused 
and bewildered by the many appar-

to agree with George M. 


Cohan that "life's a funny propo- 
sition, after all." 


I find myself in this mood after 


contemplating the wave of horror 
and disgust which seem to havo 
swept over this community because 
of the execution of Mr. Simmons, 
and the powerful movement for the 
abolishment of capital punishment 
which seems likely to come from it. 
That Simmons was suilty of mur- 
der no one 1'amihar with the ld.ct-5 
can doubt. Whether ho was guilty 
or not, it appears to be generally 
admitted that he was a no-account 
hobo and bootlegger whose absence 
from the community will 
be no 


distinct or irreparable loss. 
Yet

tho waging of a successful war. In- 
deed, our nation made it a part of 
its official military program that 
a-11 its citizens should cease their 
activities for a minute each day 
tunl pi-ay to God—not for forgive- 
ness of our sins—but for 'a "speedy 
victory over our enemies." "Where 
was a voice raised in protest then? 


But it seems to me that those 


who see so much evidence of bru- 
tality and callousness in a society 
which tolerates capital punishment 
are guilty of still greater incon- 
sistencies. Our government spends 
yearly millions of dollars building 
forts, 
battleships, 
airships 
and 


other instruments of war for future 
killing. Thousands of men are being ! 
constantly trained for it. There is 
no use trying to palliate or sugar- 
coat the fact that battleships are 
built and soldiers are trained for 
the one and only purpose o£ tak- 
ing human life. 


Every so-called Christian nation 


spends hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars for this purpose annually. So 
do most of the heathen nations "on 
(a smaller scale. And the men we 
[propose to kill, and the men aU 
these nations pr6pose to kill are 
innocent men, good and useful men, 
not outlaws and 
murderers 
who 


have justly forfeited their right to 
a place on the planet, 
but

whose lives are a benefit to all hu- 
manity and who help to make the

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No Chance of "Mixing Babies" When 


Footprints Taken In Hospitals Here 


Ten ye*rs ago there would have 


been 
little 
chance 
of 
"mixing 
babies" In a hospital here, because 
most of Lincoln's Infants were born 
at home. Today, with the increase 
In the number born in the city and 
consequently in the hospitals, ways 
Kind means of indentification have 
become serious matters. 
For instance, two boys were born 
|n Chicago's largest maternity hos- 
pital three weeks ago. Both were 
rush cases and because of the im- 
mense number of babies born daily 
in'that hospital, as quite often hap- 
pens, the two children were born 
B.t, the same time in the same room. 


• In the excitement which follows 
Buch 
occurences, 
the 
youngsters 


were mixed by an attending nurse 
who was ordered to take them from 
the room and care for them. It hap- 
pened that one baby was of one 
racial type while the other was of 
another. The distinct difference in 
types afforded means for straigh- 
tening out the difficulty but other- 
wise there might have been a sre- 
lous mistake. 


This is only an example of what 


the modern city hospital runs up 
against in emergencies. Every baby 
born now in that particular Chi- 
cago hospital and in most hospitals 
Jn that city, has its footprint taken 
before It leaves the room in which 
it was born. 


For the past six years, Dr. A. J. 


Coats, a Lincoln physician has used 
a finger print outfit to identify new 
born babies. The method is being 
used more and more as it is the 
most perfect means of identifica- 
tion known. The lines, in a child's 
foot never change as the accom- 
panying photograph shows. 


If kidnaped or lost, the child 


may always be identified in later 


life by the footprints taken at birth. 


While necklace, wrist bands and 


adhensive tapes usually serve well 
enough as means of identification 
in hospital nurseries, there is a'.- 
ways a chance of losing them, at 
which time the footprint of tlw 
child comes in for its part in the 
perfect identification of the baby. 


A nurse in a Louisana sanitarium 


recently mixed up a couple of brand 
new 
babies 
and 
precipitated a 


mothers' riot 
in 
the 
institution. 


Since then, that institution has 
been taking footprints of babies as 
soon as they register on this planet. 
All of which led a young poet to 
burst out into the following song: 
Tell me not in accents scornful 


Babies always look the same 


As a nurse, when feeling cornful 


Mixes 'em despite their name.
